Note: Enlarging embroidery designs 


for any of the ornaments can easily be 


accomplished right on your embroidery 
machine or in embroidery editing software 
on your computer. Enlarging these 
ornament designs allows the mylar to 
show more sparkle. Either save the resized 
designs or make notes on Embroidery 
Reference Cards for the new sizes. 





Hoop two layers of No-Show 
Mesh stabilizer in hoop. 





Stitch Color 1, then add a single 
layer of Opal Mylar Tissue. 





Cut a square of mylar tissue larger 
than the stitched ornament base. 
Tape in place with Sewer’s Fix-it 
Tape. 





Or, position a corner of the mylar 
tissue sheet over the placement 
outline to economize on mylar. 
Tape in place with Sewer’s Fix-it 
Tape. 
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Stitch Colors 2 and 3 for overlay 
stitching, securing the mylar. 





Remove hoop from embroidery 
unit, but DO NOT unhoop the 
project. 





Note. Clip through the mylar, almost to 
the embroidery. 


Tear the mylar at a 45° angle 

to the embroidered edge with a 
finger tip on the embroidery for a 
neat clean edge without pulling or 
damaging the stitches. 





Note. Have fun, use other colors of mylar 


tissue to change the look of the ornament 
without changing thread colors. 





Reattach hoop and complete the 
embroidered ornament. Several 
of the ornament designs have 
hangers and ribbon accents; skip 
those colors or use your editing 
software, such as Amazing 
Designs* Edit ‘N Stitch™ 2.0, 

to delete those portions of the 
designs. 








Embroider a mirror-image for 

the second side. Remember to 
increase the size if the first half of 
the ornament was enlarged. 





Note: Embroider both the front and back 
of the ornament in the same hoop; you 
may need a larger hoop, but you won't 


forget to resize both halves or mirror- 


image one of the ornaments.

Assemble 
Ornaments 


Streamline cutting out the 
ornament fronts and backs with a 
stencil cutting tool. The hot tool 
melts the stabilizer and any stray 
bits of mylar, giving a perfect 
sealed edge. 





Add batting to pad each 


ornament. 

Hoop one layer of Cut-Away 
Super Strong and select an 
ornament design that you have 
already embroidered. Remember 
to use the same size design. 
Stitch color 3 only onto the 
stabilizer. 





Mark and trim '4" - %" inside the 
stitching line to create the batting 
pattern. 





Cut out one layer of batting for 
each ornament, using the pattern 
as a cutting guide. 





Dab glue stick onto one wrong 
side of an ornament front/back 
pair. 





Place batting, centered on the 
ornament. 


Assemble ornament halves. 
Apply permanent adhesive 
around ornament perimeter. 





Position second half of ornament, 
matching all edges. 





Check that the eyelet does not fill 
with adhesive. 
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Secure glued edges with Wonder 
Clips for 5 - 10 minutes, while the 
adhesive sets. 





Leaving the clips in place much 
longer may crimp the mylar 
ornament edges. 


Add hanging ribbons. 


Cut ribbon double the desired 
length plus 1" for end knot (i.e. 
10" needed length=cut ribbon 
21"). Cut a variety of lengths so 
the ornaments hang at different 
lengths. I cut 13", 15", 23", and 30" 
ribbon lengths. 


Fold ribbon in half. Thread cut 
ends through eyelet, then back 
through the loop end of ribbon. 











Note: Customize the ornaments for your 
home's color scheme, simply by changing 
thread colors. 





Use metallic threads for delicate, 
nearly invisible hangers. 





Hang the ornaments from the 
curtain rod using the same 
technique; bring the knotted 
ribbon end up and over behind 
the curtain rod. Then slip the 
ornament through the loop that is 
formed.

Click on the 
arrow at the top of the selection 
box to flip the design top to 
bottom. 





Click the Center in Hoop icon. 
Click the Change Hoop icon and 
change the size to 800 mm x 800 
mm.

On the Film Strip, click on the 
Path to expand it to see all design 
elements. Click on the second 
element, hold down the Control 
Key and click on the last element 
and click the Delete icon. 


Click on the Add Nodes icon. 
Hold down the Control Key and 
click on the junction of the line 
on the right and about four grids 
from the top. Repeat this on the 
left side. 





This will create a 3" opening in 
the center. If a larger opening is 
needed, use the fifth or sixth grid.

FRAMING THE IREE 


Materials 

Winter Tree Design 
from Bullard Designs 
www.bullarddesigns.com 

Two fabrics to use for borders, 
each 60" long by the width of 
your desired border. 

Batting and backing the size of 
your finished piece. 





We all have them, design stitch- 
outs that are spectacular, 
beautiful, a work of art. So what 
do you do with these wonderful 
designs? My first answer is a wall 
hanging. But, the wall hanging 
has to be worthy of the stitch-out. 
The design deserves to be framed, 
showcased. 


I felt this way about my Winter 
Tree test stitch-out. I think this 
design is stunning. It shimmers. 
It shines. It’s graceful. You can 
look at the picture and get an idea 
of the beauty of this piece, but... 
really (and I guess you'll have 

to trust me on this one) it’s even 
more beautiful in person. For me, 
this was a design worthy to be 
framed.

After delving into my stash (no 
mean feat - to get to the bottom 
of my stash requires an incredible 
amount of stamina and a crane), 
I found the perfect fabric for the 
frame. 





Perfect fabrics, that is. There’s the 
rub. I want to use both of these 
fabrics. And I want the border 
print and the seam between the 
fabrics to meet beautifully at the 
corners. I needed (ominous music 
here) a miter! And it has to bea 
perfect miter. 


Luckily, I have friends smarter 
than me. At the last sewing retreat 
I attended, one of them, Trish 
McCrum, showed me an easy way 
to get everything to match up ina 
mitered corner. 


It’s actually easy to do a great 
mitered corner. The following 
directions work for my tree design 
or any design stitch-out of your 
choice. 





Start with your strips of fabric. 
The width of the frame is 
dependent on the width of your 
strips. I chose strips 2" (the gold) 
and 4" wide (the dark border 
fabric) plus seam allowances. The 
finished width of each side of the 
frame is 6" wide. 
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The length of each strip seems 
ridiculously long, but it’s right. 
You need to cut the strips using 
the following formula: 
Twice the width of the border, 
(ours is 6" so we need 12" plus 
the width of the design (in this 
case 10"). So, for me, the length 
of the strips for the width of the 
frame is 12" + 6" or 18". Might 
as well add an extra inch just to 
cover any problems. 


You will also need two strips for 
the height of the wall hanging. 
My design is square so my second 
strips are the same length. If you 
are working with a rectangular 
piece, your strips for the length 
would be twice the width of your 
border plus the height of the 
design. 


Place the strips right sides 
together and stitch on the long 
side with 4" seam allowance. 
Press the seam open, place the 
fabric on the embroidered design, 
right sides together, matching the 
edges and centers. 





Stop stitching 4" from the end of 
the embroidery panel (shown here 
with dots). 





Repeat on all four sides, ending 
Ys" from the end on each corner. 





This is what it looks like when you 


have all four borders attached. 


Now it’s time for the magic miter. 
Pick up one of the top corners 
and fold it under until everything 
matches. 





Carefully match the edges of the 
two pieces at the miter. When 
you have everything lined up, pin 
it in place and press the fold flat. 
From the front, hand stitch along 
the miter. 


To finish the wall hanging, place 
the finished framed piece on 
batting and backing and quilt, 
using your favorite quilting 
technique. Bind the quilt and 
you're nearly done! 


Use this technique with the 
Winter Tree Design or your 
favorite design. Happy Holidays 
to All and to All a Good Miter!

Scraps: silks, cottons or linens for front of tree. Avoid 
very thick or stretchy fabrics. 

Scraps of batting and various fabrics for back 

Stabilizer: Soft Medium Tear-Away, Water Soluble 
Stabilizer or organza 

Embroidery Glitter for Star 

Embellishments such as beads, sequins, ribbons, 
fibers 

Pre-wound bobbins and bobbins wound with color of 
final satin stitch border 

Temporary spray adhesive, fabric glue stick or 
invisible tape 

Needle and thread, Glue Dots or Gem Tac Adhesive 
for adding embellishments. 





Stabilizer Options 


Tear-away will give the firmest results, water soluble gives 
a cleaner edge for stitching designs together but requires 
thorough washing. Organza is very stable and can easily 
be cut away and touched up with a heat tool. The sample 
tree was stitched with tear-away and organza while only 
organza was used for the star. 











At the Computer 


Print the color charts for the designs and transfer the 
designs to your machine. 


Preparation 

The color charts include an actual size image of the 
design which can be used as a pattern to cut the 
fabrics and batting. Leave at least 1" seam allowance 


around the patterns and cut out the backing fabric 
for each design. These can be all the same fabric or 
different. I used scraps of Michael Miller’s Fabric 
frost so I could decorate the back of the tree and 
hang it where both sides are visible. 


Lay out the fabric scraps for the front and arrange 
them in a pleasing manner. Balance the sections with 
light and dark fabrics. When you're satisfied with 
the arrangement, clip the color chart, fabrics for the 
front, the design image, batting and backing fabric 
together. 


At The Machine 


There are two kinds of designs — designs that use 
only one fabric and others that use two fabrics. 

There are basting stitches identified as Basting 1, 
Basting 2, and Tackdown listed on the color charts. 
Use the thread you will use for the Satin stitch border 
when stitching. 


Stitching One Fabric Designs 
These designs begin with three basting colors: 
Basting 1, Basting 2 and Tackdown. Load the design; 
hoop the stabilizer and Stitch Basting 1. 
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Remove the hoop from the 
machine and lay the top fabric 

on the hoop so it covers the 
stitching line. Return the hoop 

to machine and stitch Basting 2. 
You can secure with temporary 
adhesive spray or use a fabric glue 
stick applied outside the stitched 
outline. 





Return the hoop to machine 

and stitch the tackdown color. 
Remove the hoop from the 
machine and trim the fabric close 
to the stitching line.

Continue stitching the design 
stopping before the last two 
colors. Remove the hoop and 
place the batting on the back 
securing with temporary spray 
adhesive or a fabric glue stick. 





Place the backing fabric on top 
of the batting. Secure with glue 
stick or tape. 


Note: On quilt-in-the-hoop projects I like 
to stitch my label directly on the backing 


fabric. I prepare my backing fabric by 


hooping it and adding the lettering! 
message. After removing it from the hoop, 
I cut the backing fabric the size needed for 
the block. 





Reattach the hoop to the machine 
and stitch Basting 1. Remove 

the hoop, trim the batting and 
backing fabric close to stitching 
line. Return the hoop to the 
machine. Stitch the satin stitch 
border with matching thread in 
the bobbin.

Stitching Two Fabric 
Designs 


These designs begin with four 
Basting Color Stops instead 
of three: Basting 1, Basting 2, 
Basting 1 and Tackdown. 


Stitch Basting 1. 





The diagonal line is the guideline 
for placing your fabrics. Place 
fabric 1 (lower corner), right side 
up, so it overlaps the stitching line 
by about a 4". 
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Place fabric 2 (upper corner), 
right side down, on top of the first 
fabric, matching the edges along 
the diagonal line.

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Fold up the top fabric and finger 
press the seam. (Use a craft iron if 
necessary). 





Secure the fabrics with tape or 
glue and stitch the 3rd color stop, 
Basting 1. 





Remove the hoop from the 
machine, trim the fabric close 

to seam and return to machine. 
Stitch the tackdown color and the 
rest of the design before the last 
two color stops. Add the batting 
and backing as outlined above.

Stitching The Star 
The Star can be made with 
regular fabric as above or use 
Embroidery Glitter. Skip the 
Tackdown color stop — it’s not 


needed for the Glitter. Stitch the 
placement guide. 





Place the glitter over the outline 
and advance to the satin outline. 





When the design is complete, just 
tear away the excess glitter. 





Stitching Designs 
Together 


Trim all designs close to the 
stitching line. Use matching 
thread in the needle and bobbin. 
Butting two blocks together, stitch 
a wide zig zag stitch to piece. 
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Stitch the designs together in rows and then 
stitch the rows together. 


Continue in this manner to assemble the tree 
(except for the Star). Once you have all the 
designs put together correctly and lined up 
well, go over all the seams with a satin stitch. 
Stitch a satin stitch around the outer edge. 
Stitch or glue your star to the top of your tree. 


Embellish! 


This is the part I like best. You can use 
sequins, beads, ribbons or hot fix crystals. 
Either sew or glue on the embellishments. 


Note: Another option is Glue Dots! These work great 
and are very fast with no mess. Be sure to get the highest 
strength so they will be permanent.

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Step |. Prep 

Cut six 17" squares from the 
fabric; three for the pillow fronts 
and three for the backs. 


Fold the square into fourths and 
finger press to create crease lines. 
Where the two lines intersect will 


be the center on the fabric square. 


Using the FriXion pen, mark the 
center point with cross-marks. 
Hoop the tear-away stabilizer 
with the first 17" square, centered 
in the hoop. 


Step 2. At the 
Embroidery 
Machine 

Turn on the machine and attach 
the hoop. Select the first font 
category. 
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Scroll down and select the letter 
“J” and click Set. The default 
letter size is set at large but with 
this sample, the letter will be 
resized slightly larger. To size 

the letter, click on the Size icon. 
Click on the icon with the arrows 
pointing outward and resize the 
font to the maximum size allowed 
by the machine. 
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Select the third font on the page. 

















The fonts and designs can be 
increased 20% larger or 10% 
smaller and still get a great 
looking design. 


Center the design so that it 

is positioned over the cross- 
marks on the fabric while using 
the needle beam for accuracy. 
Embroider the design with 
Madeira thread. In the sample, 
black was used for the letter and 
green for the decoration. 


Repeat for the other two pillows 
while using the “O & Y” letters. 
For the pillow with the “O”, use 
red thread for the decoration and 
black thread for the letter. Rotate 
the fabric 90° in the hoop so that 
the stripe goes in the opposite 
direction. 


Press the pillow fronts to remove 
any wrinkles. Place the right 

side of the pillow front and back 
sections together. Using 2" seam 
allowance, stitch around the 
outside edge leaving a 6" opening. 
Trim the corners and turn right 
side out. Insert the pillow form 
and hand-stitch the opening 
closed.

Since a large piece of stiffened 
felt can’t be hooped, I opted to 
stitch out free-standing letters 
and glue them in place.

One 12" x 18" piece of white 
stiffened craft felt, available at 
fabric and craft stores 
One 9" x 12" piece of green craft

Adhere the pink felt square to the 
hooped stabilizer, covering the 
placement stitching completely. 
Stitch color 2, the tack down, in 
pink embroidery thread. 





Stitch color 3, the leaves, in green. 
Stitch color 4, the blossoms, in 
red. 
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Remove the hoop from the 
machine and remove the work 
from the hoop. Carefully tear the 
stabilizer away from the back of 
the work around the letter outline. 
The stabilizer can stay within the 
letter stitching itself. 


Repeat the above steps using the 

remaining files: 

GODO80L —blue felt for the letter 
“n” and red thread for the 
blossoms 

GOD0800 — red felt for the letter 
“o” and white thread for the 
blossoms 

GOD080e — green felt for the 
letter “e” and white thread for 
the leaves 


Step 3. Constructing 
the Sign 


Layer the wrong side of the pink 
fabric on the 12" x 8 %4" piece 

of felt. Stitch the two layers 
together 4" from the outer edge. 
Trim around the outer edge 

of the layered piece using the 
scalloping or pinking shears. 
Trim around the outer edge of the 


10 4" x 7" piece of green felt with 
the scalloping shears. Center the 
piece of green felt on the pink 
fabric. Stitch the green felt in 
place 4" from the edge. 





Trim around the outer edge of the 
9%" x64" piece of white felt 
with the scalloping shears. 


Cut pieces from the ribbon as 
follows: 
Green: | %" and 2" 
Red: |" and 1 4" 
Blue: |" 
Light Pink: 1" 
Bright Pink: 2" 


Space the ribbon pieces evenly 
across the top edge of the white 
felt as shown. Top-stitch the 
pieces in place along each side. 





Hand- or machine-stitch the 
corresponding button “ornament” 
in place at the bottom of each 
ribbon piece. Center the felt with 
the ribbon pieces on the green 
felt. Stitch it in place 4" from the 
edge. 





Finish 

From the remaining ribbon, make 
small bows and glue them in place 
at the top of each ribbon. Glue 
the letters in place, having the 
bottom edge of the letters /2" up 
from the bottom edge of the white 
felt and spacing them evenly. Glue 
the ribbon “hanger” to the back 
of the sign at the upper corners, 
angling the ends slightly inward.

Water soluble mesh stabilizer 

McCalls Pattern M6197 or similar pattern with yoke 
1 yd. silk organza 

Fabrics and notions per pattern requirements 

Water soluble marker 

2 yd. 2" wide satin ribbon 


step |, Prep 

Pattern: Trace the yoke and sleeve pattern pieces 
on the organza. Stitch all embroidery on these 
large pieces before cutting the sections. Follow the 
pattern’s instructions for cutting the remaining 
pattern sections. 


Cut a 12" x 45" strip of organza for stitching the 
continuous lace trim. 


Software: Open the lace heart design (AISNL006), 
resize it to 3" x 3". Import the cluster of poinsettias 


(AICHE121) and resize it to fit into the center of the 
heart. Save the design as YokeHeart. 


Build the continuous lace trim. Open the lace design 
(AIMR25A), copy and paste it. Position the design to 
create a 10" continuous lace design. Copy and paste 
this unit three more times to fill a large hoop. Save 
the design as Lace_10. 


























To calculate the amount of lace needed to decorate 
the dress: measure the circumference of the sleeve 
hem; the front of the yoke from the neckline to the 
bottom and multiply by two; from underarm to 
bottom of the yoke times two; and the circumference 
of the skirt + 14". Add these measurements to 
determine the total length needed. This number will 
tell you how many hoopings you'll need. 
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Step 2. Embroidery 
Layer the organza with water 
soluble stabilizer and starting 

at one end of the fabric, hoop 
the fabric and stabilizer. Stitch 
the continuous lace designs. 
When complete, remove from the 
hoop and hoop again to stitch 
more lace. If your embroidery 
machine has a camera and/or 
continuous hooping feature, this 
is a good place to use it. If your 
embroidery machine does not 
have those features, sew the ends 
of the lace together. 


Sleeves: Mark the center of 

sleeve cap on both sleeves. Hoop 
the sleeve with water soluble 
stabilizer. Retrieve the AICHE116 
design at the embroidery machine 
and embroider the design. Do 

not embroider the gold deer or 
the ribbon segments. Repeat for 
the second sleeve. Rinse away the 
stabilizer. Lay the embroidered 
sleeve over the fashion fabric 
sleeve. Pin, staystitch the pieces 
together, and trim the excess 
organza. 





Skirt: Cut a 5" x 7" piece of 
organza and hoop it with water 
soluble stabilizer. Embroider 
the design (AICHE116 ) do 

not embroider the gold deer, 


evergreen branches, or the ribbon. 


This will be used on the front of 
the skirt. Wash out the stabilizer 
using the instructions above and

Removing Water 
Soluble Stabilizer 


Rinse in lukewarm water to 
dissolve the stabilizer and let 

it soak in a basin of water with 
fabric softener for at least | 
hour. Rinse, soak in soapy 
water for at least 1 hour, rinse 
and let dry. I have even put the 
embroidered piece in the washer 
on the rinse/spin cycle. 


Removing the 
Organza 


There are two ways to clean cut 
the edges of the lace. One, use a 
sharp pair of embroidery 
scissors to trim around the outer 
edges.

cut the organza away from the 
outer edges. 


Yoke: Using water soluble 
marker, mark the vertical and 
horizontal center of the organza 
yoke. Hoop the yoke with water 
soluble stabilizer. Retrieve and 
embroider the YokeHeart design. 
Remove from the hoop. 


Let’s finish the yoke. Lay the 
embroidered yoke right side up. 
Pin two of the continuous lace 
pieces on each side of the heart 
design and stitch the lace in place. 


Using the water soluble marker, 
measure |" from the edge of the 
lace and draw a vertical line. 
Make four more vertical lines 

at 1" intervals parallel to the 
previous line for a total of five 
vertical lines on each side of the 
embroidery. Make a horizontal 
line perpendicular to the vertical 
line 1" below center neckline. 
Continue to draw lines at 1" 
intervals above and below, spaced 





The second, preferable method, 
is using a soldering iron. Take a 


piece of glass or ceramic tile and 


lay the lace on the tile, run the 
point of the soldering iron along 
the outer edge of the lace. The 
organza melts away leaving a 
clean edge. 





1" apart until you reach the top 
and the bottom.

Fold along the vertical line closest 
to the center of the yoke, wrong 
sides together, press and edge 
stitch approximately %" along the 
fold. Repeat this step for all 10 
vertical lines. 
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Color code the grid with two 
different water soluble markers. 
Starting at the top, mark where 
the vertical and horizontal lines 
intersect. Alternate color dots 
from one row to the next. 





Pull the folded edges together 
matching the same color dots. 
Tack (zigzag stitch, SW: 3.5mm; 
SL: .3mm) the folds together to 
form a diamond pattern. 


Loes van der Heijden's 


Press lightly. Pin and stitch a 
length of lace on each side of 

the yoke after the last pleated 
row. Lay the embroidered yoke 
over the fashion fabric yoke. Pin, 
staystitch the pieces together, and 
trim the excess organza. 





Skirt: Fold up the skirt hem and 
press. Mark the center front and 
position the poinsettia applique 
3" up from the hem line, pin in 
place. Pin the lace around the 
skirt creating an arch in the 
center front. Stitch the lace to the 
skirt catching the hem. Follow 
the pattern instructions for the 
remainder of the construction of 
the dress.

This innovative software is a full-blown lettering 
program but it also let's you fill a desired shape with 
meaningful words in your choice of fonts, thread 
colors, and sizes. It's called Bubble Text! 


The possibilities for personalized gift giving are 
endless. 


The software comes with over 550 built-in shapes 
under numerous categories such as holidays, kitchen, 
sewing; even all 50 states are included. If that’s not 
enough, you can draw your own shapes with the 
included Artwork tool or import any artwork shape. 


In The Software 


For this project, I chose to use my software stash to 
its fullest. 


In Perfect Embroidery Pro, click File / Import TT 
Text. Type in J O Y/click the Font ellipse button / 
scroll down to choose Cooper / OK / OK. With the 
text selected, go to Properties: Transform and set the 
size to 9" height. 


Select all / right-click to choose Convert to / Run 
(there needs to be stitches to save it even if it will be 
saved as artwork). 


File / Save As / type in JOY for the filename / Save as 
type: choose SVG (Scalable Vector Graphics). 


In Word Art in Stitches, click on File / Import 
Artwork and open the JOY.c2s file; the letters come 
in as artwork with no stitches.

Select the J / Copy / use New for a clean design page 
/ Paste. With the J still selected, click on Bubble Text 
on the toolbar. The Bubble Text box appears.

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Your artwork, the letter J, is 
shown on the right. Click on the 
dropdown arrow for Border on 
the left and select Run. In the 
Words field, type the desired 
words with a space between each 
word. I used words that were 
synonyms for the word JOY. I 
used no more than five words for 
good variety and repetition. 


The orientation offers designer 
options: Horizontal and Vertical 
are self-explanatory. Orthogonal 
is a combination of horizontal 
and vertical placement, while 
Any will give you more coverage 
because it can slant the words to 
fill in closer to curves. 


There are a number of Font 
combos to choose from but this 
software allows you to create your 
own font group, so I did! I chose 
six fonts and named the group 
Christmas. I did the same for 

the Color Theme (thread colors), 
bringing in red, pink, gold, and 
two shades of green, naming it 
Christmas also. 


Leave all remaining defaults 

as they are (although you may 
want to change these for a future 
project). 


Once you've decided on your 
Bubble Text settings, click on 
Apply (re-spin). Continue to 
click this button to see other 
combinations of word placement 
and color variety. When you see 
one you like, click OK to put the 
design on the screen. 


Select the letter and check the 

size in Properties: Transform. If 
necessary, change the height to 

9" (or to fit your largest hoop). 
With the letter still selected, right- 
click and UnGroup. In Sequence 
View, select the letter outline. In 
Properties: Run, change Standard 
type to Bean with 5 repeats. Move 
it to stitch last by clicking on 

the Move to Front button on the 
toolbar. I added the color black to 
my Thread Color Bar and applied 
it to the letter outline. 


Take a look at the placement, 
color, fonts and size of the words 
within the letter outline. Select 
any word and make changes as 
desired.

The software allows you to 
control every detail of the design. 


Complete the process with File / 
Save As / name the design JinJoy 
with the c2s format. Repeat to 
save it in your machine format. 


Repeat the process for the letters 
O and Y. When you import the 
letter O into Word Art in Stitches, 
it has multiple parts to it as 
artwork. In Sequence View, click 
to Select All and then right click 
within the selection and click on 
Combine. Bubble Art will now 
treat it as one object. 


Embroidery 

Hoop tear-away stabilizer with 
the canvas. Make sure to hoop 

a large enough piece of canvas 
to create your desired block size 
once the embroidery is finished 
(project embroidered block is 11" 
finished). Insert a size 10 needle 
and use 50 and 60 wt threads for 
the words—the micro fonts look 
best with lighter threads. Place 
water soluble stabilizer over the 
hooped fabric. Stitch the design. 


Construction 


Trim each embroidered letter 
block to 11 4%" x 12 %" with the 
letter centered. 





To create the borders, cut sixteen 
2 4" squares from assorted 
fabrics. Cut the red top and 
bottom borders 2 ¥2" x 11 4". 
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Sew a red strip to the top and 
bottom of the block; press seams 
open. For each side, sew eight 
squares together as a row; press 
seams open. Sew the pieced strip 
to each side of the block. 

Lay the block top on a piece 

of ByAnnie's Soft and Stable 

or batting, cutting it 1" larger 
than the block on all sides. 

Pin generously in place; quilt 

as desired - I did an easy echo 
quilting following the shape 

of each letter. When finished 
quilting, trim away the excess 
Soft and Stable and square up the 
block (even though it is taller 
than it is wide!). Knowing that 
this was a rather large wall 
hanging with stand-alone blocks 
held to each other, I used Soft & 
Stable instead of batting to give 
them more substance. 


Cut and sew binding to each 
block following your favorite 
method. 
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spacing between the blocks. Place 
the rectangle slightly overlapping 
the two triangles. 


Back To The 


Software 

(If you prefer, add sashing to 
connect all three as one unit 
instead of creating these straps for 
attaching the blocks.) 








Often, I keep my blocks in a 
wall hanging as stand-alone 
finished blocks. This way, I 

can do something unusual to 
attach them. After deciding 

that I wanted dimensional bows 
and candy canes between the 
blocks, it was back to my Perfect 
Embroidery Pro software to 
design the "attachment" straps. 














The strap needed to have a shape 
to sew to the top and bottom of 
the block and some kind of slit to 
thread the ribbon and decoration 
through. It was easily created by 
using the Artwork tool to draw a 
triangle (1.5" width; .80" height); 
copy, paste, Flip Vertically. 

Use the tool again to create a 
rectangle (1" width; 2.5" height) 
long enough to leave the desired

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A printed template helps to test 
strap length and spacing between 
the blocks. 





Select the rectangle and the top 
triangle, use the Weld tool on the 
toolbar. 











The welded piece is now 
selected; Ctrl + click to select the 
remaining triangle and use the 
Weld tool again. 


For the “slit”, create another 
rectangle, “" wide by 2" high; 
copy / paste it. Position each as 


shown. Select all, right-click and 
choose Convert to / Run/ Bean / 
3 repeats. Save the design. 


When finished, remove the 
stabilizer from the wrong side of 
the fabric. With a small, sharp, 
straight scissors, trim about %" 
away from the stitching line. Very 
carefully, cut a slit about 1 4" 
long in each narrow rectangle. 


For each strap, the “bottom” 
of the triangle was aligned with 
the binding. Using the same 
embroidery thread, stitch over 
the thread to anchor the strap 
triangle in place. Notice that 

I sewed across the triangle to 
ensure stabilization. 


At the machine, retrieve the 
design and copy six repeats into 
the hoop. Hoop a piece of tear- 
away. Lay a piece of the faux 
leather over the hoop to cover 
the embroidery field. Stitch the 
designs. 
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Once all straps were sewn to the blocks, I 
auditioned different items for embellishing.

Prep 

Successful color blocking is all 
about proportion. I’ve found that 
splitting the garment front into 
thirds is a good starting point. 
Depending on your figure, you 
may find that the middle section 
will look more slimming if it 

is wider than the two flanking 
sections. You want the center 
panel to cover the vertical middle 
of your figure — just beyond the 
bust point is quite flattering on 
many figures. I cut my gray 
center panel 15" x 28". 


Lengthen the t-shirt by adding 

3" to the center front and 7" at 
the side seam. Draw a gently 
curving line from the side seam 
to the center front connecting the 
new marks. Repeat for the t-shirt 
back. 


Cut the sleeves and back from 
black mesh. Cut the whole front 
and back from Lycra for the 
lining. Set aside. 


Embroidery 

Print templates of Lace 09a, Lace 
09b and Lace 09c. You'll stitch 
the right side of the neckline first. 
Hoop water soluble stabilizer and 
the right portion of the center 
panel fabric. Attach the hoop and 
load the Lace 09a design on the 
machine. Stitch the first color. 
Stop the machine when the lace 
is almost complete, stitch number 
19,973, just before the satin 
outline stitches. 





ry 


Trim the excess fabric away from 
the neck edge. 
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If you have embroidery editing software, you can 

insert a color change at stitch number 19,973 and 

force the machine to stop. Here's how to do it in 
Inspirations’ Perfect Embroidery Pro: 


Open Lace 09a. Select the design, right click and select 
Ungroup from the drop down menu. In the Color 
Sequence window, scroll down to the end of color 1. 
Select the last three satin segments. 





In the Properties Box, click on the Command Tab and 
enter a new number in the Color field. Click Apply. 
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Save the design. 





Return the hoop to the machine and complete 
color 1. Stitch color 2, the alignment marks, on 
the exposed sticky stabilizer. Remove the hoop 
and release the stabilizer/fabric. Carefully trim the 
excess stabilizer from the wrong side, leaving the 
alignment marks intact. 


Hoop water soluble adhesive stabilizer and remove 
the protective paper. Retrieve Lace09b. Stitch the 
alignment marks on the hooped stabilizer. Remove 
the hoop from the machine and place the hoop 
under PAL, aligning the beam with the marks. 
Place the vertical beam on the outside edge of the 
marks and the horizontal beam on the top of the 
middle mark and aligned with the hoop’s horizontal 
center marks. 





Place the embroidered fabric over the hoop, aligning 
the stitched alignment marks with the beam. 
Aligning with the laser beam ensures both sets of 
stitched marks are aligned. 


—— 
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Smooth the fabric onto the sticky 
stabilizer. 


Stitch the design, stopping at stitch 
#19,973. 





Trim the neckline fabric. 





Complete the design.

If designs Lace09a and Lace09b 
don’t match perfectly, don’t sweat 
it, just stitch a couple of satin 
stitches at the V to connect the 
two designs. Leave the stabilizer 
in place and select a zigzag stitch. 
Set the width to 5.0; length to .02. 


Release the stabilizer/fabric from 
the hoop. 


Hoop a fresh piece of stabilizer. 
Retrieve Lace 09c and stitch color 
1, the alignment marks on the 
sticky stabilizer. Again, place the 
hoop under PAL, aligning the 
ss beam with the stitched marks. 





Advance through the first color, 
the alignment marks, until the 
needle is positioned over the 
bottom left alignment mark. 
Stitch the mark so that it is visible 
on the fabric. 


Remove from the hoop and trim 
the excess stabilizer. Remove the 
stitched alignment marks from 
the wrong side of the fabric. Rinse 
the remaining stabilizer out of the 
fabric. 





Construction 
Finger press the embroidered Piece the center panel to the side 
fabric to the sticky stabilizer. panels and follow the pattern 


instructions for assembly. Place 
the Lycra front lining on the 
embroidered pieced panel. Use 
the lining as the pattern to cut 
the pieced panel. Place the 
lining and front panel, right sides 
together and pin at the upper 
portion of the neck. Sew from the 
embroidered area to the shoulder 
edge on the left and right. Turn 
right side out. Baste together 

at the shoulders and armholes. 
Follow the pattern’s instructions 
for completing the garment. 
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Stitch the design.

Prep 

Cut freezer paper into 8 "x 11" pieces, one for each 
of the wreath designs. When printing on the freezer 
paper, you may want to tape the pieces to a piece 

of printer paper to allow it to feed into the printer 
more easily. Print the design templates onto the dull 
side of the freezer paper. Number the templates 
near the center of the design but do not obstruct the 
crosshairs. 


Place the printed templates in a pleasing 
arrangement to make the wreath. Tape the templates 
together in the wreath layout. 


Find the center of the fabric. Fold in half 
horizontally and then again vertically. Finger press 
lightly and unfold. Mark the center. Position the 
wreath template on the fabric wrong side, matching 
the template center to the fabric center. Tape the 
corners of the wreath template onto the fabric. Slide 
a piece of the transfer paper under the template and 
on top of the fabric, transfer side down. Using your 
transfer wheel and ruler, mark the placement lines 
for the first design. Repeat the process for all of the 
other designs. 


Remove the template from the fabric. You should 
now be able to see the design positioning marks on 
your fabric. Set aside. 


Hoop two layers of the Vilene wash-away stabilizer, 
drum tight. Place the hoop’s gridded ruler into 

the hoop and mark the center. Place a mark in the 
horizontal and vertical center holes of the grid. 
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Remove the grid. Draw crosshair lines to mark the 
vertical and horizontal lines of your sewing field. 
You should see a cross dividing your hoop into four 
equal sections. 





Match the positioning lines on the fabric to the 
crosshair on the hooped stabilizer. With the 
markings on the wrong side of the fabric it is easy 
to place. Simply fold the fabric along the longest 
line and line it up with the one in the hoop. Once 
you have it positioned, spray the first half of the 
stabilizer in the hoop with spray adhesive. Lay the 
fabric onto the stabilizer being careful to maintain 
the correct position. 





Repeat process for the other half in the hoop. 

Cut a piece of the tear-away/wash-away to fit under 
your hoop. Example: cut a 5" x 7" piece for a 5" x 7" 
hoop. Place the hoop into the machine and slip the 
tear-away/wash-away, under the hoop and on top of 
the needle plate. It will “float” with the hoop after 
the first stitch has been made. 


Start stitching your design according to the color 
sequence provided in the design chart. 


When the design is complete, tear away the “floater” 
carefully, pulling away from the design, not into the 
design. If you tear it into the design you can tear out 
line stitching, damaging the design. 


Remove the fabric from the hoop. Cut away the wash 
away carefully from the design. 


Duplicate the steps above to complete the wreath. 
Once the wreath is completely stitched, wash the 
fabric in warm water with a 4 cup fabric softener per 
gallon to help remove the adhesive and excess wash 
away stabilizer. 


Press dry, design side down to remove wrinkles. Use 
a press cloth to avoid getting residue onto your iron. 
Cut the embroidered fabric to the desired size, 
making sure design is centered. 


Follow the table runner instructions that are 
included with the purchase of the embroidery 
collection to make the table runner.

Select the design and hoop 
polymesh cut-away stabilizer 

in 5"x 7" hoop. Place the white 
fabric on the hooped stabilizer 
and stitch the first color, the toy 
outline. 





Stitch color 2, the placement 
guide for the camel. 





Place the camel fabric (faux suede 
worked beautifully) over the 
outline. 





Stitch color 3, the camel 
tackdown.

Carefully remove the hoop from 
the machine and trim the excess 
fabric.

Replace the hoop on the machine 
and stitch the remaining design 
elements trimming after each 
applique addition. 





Place a second piece of white 
fabric to the hoop before the last 
color, #17. Place the fabric right 
side down over the outline and 
stitch color 17. Remove from the 
hoop. Trim approximately 4" 
away from the outline. Turn right 
side out. 


Clip curves and snip dark thread 
tails. Carefully turn right side out 
and stuff the figure with polyester 
stuffing. Use white thread to 
handstitch the opening closed. 
Repeat for all of the Nativity 
figures.

Embroidering on 
Suede 
& Faux 
Suede

Suede and faux suede are 
gorgeous, durable fabrics 
used in both garments 
and home décor. They're 
found in skirts, shirts, 
jackets, hats, gloves, throw 
pillows, couch cushions, 
and purses, too. These 
types of fabrics have 
special properties that 
require a little TLC when 
embroidering on them. 











a ee a at 
First, suede. Suede is cowhide that has been specially treated and 
brushed to have a soft, smooth finish. It has the same principles as 
leather — but where leather is shiny and smooth, the texture of suede feels 
like velvet. 


When embroidering on most 
fabrics, fibers separate when the 
needle penetrates them. Then, the 
fibers draw back together. But 
when embroidering on leather or 
suede, this is not the case. A needle 
perforation in leather or suede 
lasts forever. Because of this, only 
light and sheer designs should be 
used on suede. Avoid designs that 
have heavy fills or satin stitches. 





Hoops can leave a permanent 
mark on leather and suede items, 
so don’t hoop them. Instead, 
hoop a piece of cutaway stabilizer. 
Spray it with temporary adhesive, 
and smooth the suede on top. 





Note: Consider using a magnetic hoop because they do not leave hoop burn. 
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Fused leather is 
fast becoming 

a preferred 
alternative to 
suede or leather. 
It has a soft 
cowhide top, and 
a woven rayon 
back. Because of 
the fabric backing, slightly more complex designs can be 
used. The rayon back supports the leather where it has 
been penetrated by the needle. 





Faux suede is made of polyester, and the appearance is 
nearly identical to suede. Faux suede is soft to the touch, 
as suede is. However, faux suede is much lighter, easier to 
care for, and less expensive, too. 


When working with 
faux suede, the 
fabric fibers will pull 
together after the 
needle penetrates 

it. That means that 
you can use light 
and simple designs, 
or more complex 
designs. 


Check the laundering 
instructions for your 
faux suede. If you 
can launder it, you 
can hoop it. Use 
cutaway stabilizer 
(medium weight, 2.5 
ounce) on the back. 
Cutaway stabilizer 
gives an excellent 
foundation for fabric, 
and guards against 
any shifting, gapping, 
or misalignment. 
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Design choice: When working with 
suede or fused leather, choose light 
designs with sheer fills. Avoid heavy 
fills and satin stitches. 


When working with faux suede, 
more complex designs may be used. 


Stabilizer: Cutaway stabilizer 
(medium weight, 2.5 ounce) 


Hooping: When working with suede 
or fused leather, hoop the stabilizer 
only. Usually faux suede can be 
hooped, but check the laundering 
instructions. If it can be machine 
washed, It can be hooped. 


Needle: Leather sewing needles (size 
80/12) and sharp sewing needles 
(size 75/11) both worked well on 
the suede and fused leather. Leather 
needles and sewing needles have a 
finer, sharper point than embroidery 
needles, so those will penetrate the 
material cleanly. 


For faux suede, a 75/I| sharp sewing 
needle or embroidery needle will 
work well.

If you’ve never attempted stitching a onesie, it’s worth 
doing. Consider the accomplishment another feather in 


your hat. But first, I recommend the Stitching Sister’s new 


book, Hoop It Up. This book will provide step-by-step 
photos for stitching a teeny, tiny onesie with success. 






Embroidery Tips: 

* Use Hoop Guard to keep the excess baby 
garment out of the sewing field while stitching. 

* After stitching the embroidery design, fuse the 
back with Sulky Tender™ Touch. This will make 
the back of the garment soft against baby’s skin. 

* Before you take the first stitch, double check 
the direction of the embroidery design. Do you 
need to rotate it? Nothing more disappointing 


than a design that is upside down!
